CODFISH. 

Porpoise 'Have Made Havoc With Them 
in the St. Lawrence. 

A correspondent of tho Quebec Daily 
Telegraph recalls the strange appearance 
and disappearance of codfish in the up- 
per waters of tho St. Lawrence, says 
tho Montreal Witness. In 1S50 and for 
several years afterwards codfish in 
abundance were caught as far west an 
Father Point, Metis, 'Sandy Bay and 
Riviere (Blanche, and so apparently reg- 
ularly recurrent were these visits that 
merchants started regular fishing es- 
tablishments, employing armies of men 
anil fleets of boats, and the summer 
catch was dried and cured for snle to 
the great Jersey firms then trading in 
Gaspe. Until 1S05 or thereabouts the 
trade was profitable and important, but 
about that time, the correspondent says, 
the "white whale" or porpoise, appeared 
in numbers and had so increased by 
1SC7 that the cod suddenly and finally 
disappeared. It seems by this writer to 
be assumed thnt the advent of the por- 
poise was the cause of the departure of 
the cod. though whether by eating the 
food which had attracted the cod, or by 
devouring th" cod fry, or by their pres- 
ence near the spawning grounds fright- 
citing tbe fish awav, is not made plain. 
Or was it the storks which followed in 
tW, wake of the porpoises which fright- 
cr'cd the codfish? At all events it is

Two Men Loot Express on Northern 
! Pacific. 

' Butte, Mont., Feb. 12.— The Burling- 
ton express No. 0, East-bound, was held 
up shortly after midnight on the North- 
ern Pacific tracks eight miles East of 

; this- city, near Homestead, by live 
mounted men. They covered the sides 
of the train with guns, uncoupled the 
engine, mail, express cars and ran them 
ahead of the train two miles, where 
the robbers fired two charges of dyua- 

1 mite, blowing the safe to pieces and 
wrecking the express car. The train- 
men and passengers of tho train, after 
the robbers left the engine and cars, 
hastened back towards Butte and met 
an incoming freight train, the engine 
of which was uncoupled, run to Butte 
and the alarm given. The sheriff and 
posse and a force of police have left for 
the scene. 

The railway officials have asked tbe 
penitentiary officials at Dcerlodge for 
their bloodhounds. Every official in the 
country has been called to South Butte, 
and all approaches to the city carefully 
guarded. The sheriff is scouring the 
country, and a fight between the offi- 
cers and robbers is believed to be im- 
minent. 

The safe, according to railroad peo- 
ple, contained nothing of value, but re- 
ports vary as to the amount of booty 
secured by the bandits. The express 

I messangcr says they did not get over 

I $500, While in other quarters it is said 
tho plunder amounts to several thou- 
sand dollars at least. It is also said 
several of tho mail pouches were rilled. 

Detective Murphy has arrested Wm.

,Four hundred and eighty-five dollars 
were found in his possession. There, is 
evidence that the hold-up was done by 
two robbers.

Vancouver, Feb. 12. — The steame'- 
Oassiar' brings word of the terrible suf- 
fering of two Kingcombe Inlet Indians. 
On February 4 two Indians left Alert 
Bay iu a canoe. They went to secure a 
large log 'lor fuel. They should have 
returned ou Thursday or Friday. There 
being no trace of them, a search party 
went afte them and found the two ly- 
ing beneath a tree which had rolled ou 
top of them. The men were horribly 
injured. They were brought to Alert 
Bay and placed 011 tiie Cassiar. Oue 
of them died before reaching Vancou- 
ver. 'J lie other will survive. It ap- 
pears that the rolling tree caught the 
two men and dragged them over the 
rough ground before pinning them down 
P isoners lor shty hours till rescued, 
during which time they were exposed to 
a hravy rain. 'Ihe men were cared for 
at Malcelm Island before tieing sent to 
Vancouver. 

A deputation of business men waited 
on the council in special session this 
morning, asking them to secure action, 
if poss lile, from the provincial govern- 
ment to put up Headman's Island to 
public competition.

Winnipeg, Feb. 12.— Too .Manitoba 
legislature was opened today by Lieut- 
Govcruor MtlMillan. The speech from 
the throne referred to the coronation. 
'His Majesty's illness, the close of the 
South African war, the prosperity of 
the pa>t year in the province, and the 
fide of immigration flowing in the di- 
rection of Western Canada. 

Notice of intention to establish an ag- 
ricultural college was given. 

Payment of the school land interest 
by the Dominion government was men- 
tioned with gratification, aud the inten- 
tion oxipies.-'ed to press upon the fed- 
eral parliament the transfer of admin- 
istration of unsold school lands to the 
'.Manitoba government. One paragraph 
says: 

"1 1 is with regret that I announce that 
the federal government ictuses to rec- 
tify their retroactive legislation in the 
reduction of interest to live per cent 
upon the unpaid purchase money secured 
under executed agreements for sale 
bearing oix per cent, without consulta- 
tion with the province, to our detri- 
ment and against our wishes. The fed- 
eral government being trustees for this 
"province in regard to this matter, my 
government have presented a claim for 
the loss caused by this reduction of in- 
terest, and you will bo asked to endors* 
their action in that respect and con- 
iviuce the federal authorities that their 
action in refusing to grant our request 
does not meet with your approval." 

The session promises to be a lively 
one, as considerable desired railway 
legislation will be considered.

Ottawa, Feb. 12.— Now that the Cana- 
dian Alaskan boundary treaty has been 
ratified by the United States Congress, 
great interest is being manifested here 
respecting the choice of the British arbi- 
trators. In official circles it is the gen- 
eral belief that Edward • Blake, M. P., 
will be invited to act for Canada, and 
it is almost certain that Lord Alver- 
stone, Lord Chief Justice ot England 
will be another of the commissioners. 
It is not yet settled whether Canada 
will nominate two of tho arbitrators, al- 
though it is quite possible Mr. Justico 
'.Mills, than whom Canada could not 
have a more stalwart champion of her 
rights, may be chosen.-' It is said he'is 
ruled out by reason of his article in 
the Empire Review and if this holds 
good and Judge Mills cannot act it Is 
believed the position will be offered to 
the former Chief Justice ol Canada, Sir 
Henry Strong. 

A number of Canadian pulp manufac- 
turers aaw the Government today and 
urged the imposition of an export duty 
011 pulp wood of $1.50 per cord. 

For tho past seveii months the for- 
ign trade of Canada shows an in- 
crease of more than $21,000,000. The 
increase iu duty is $2,500,000.

Dublin, Feb. 12— Tbe Earl of Dudley, 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, at the an- 
nual dinner of the Royal College of 
Surgeons here, made a very optimistic 
speech, during which he declared that 
the prospects for the future of Ireland 
were very encouraging. Agitation has 
been largely abandoned, anu he hoped 
earnestly that those who were responsi- 
ble for the government of Ireland uOver 
again will be compelled to return to tho 
exceptional treatment which they have 
been obliged to impose early iu 1002.

A .DESERVED REBUKE. 

The condition in which th« American 
iiner St. Louis was sent to sea from 
Southampton has moved tho London 
Times to wrath, and when the London 
Times is moved to 'wrath the results are 
worth perusing.

It states that they 
are liars and prevaricators, "whose ex- 
cuses and denials deceive nobody." It 
declares that "the whole thing is n 
scandalous exhibition of callous indif- 
ference to tho comfort, the business ex- 
pectations and t he lives of hundreds of 
human beings." As an example of dig- 
nitied, restrained, but scathing denunci- 
ation, the article is a model.

The passen- 
gers would not in that case have b'jf.ii 
roused to iucLguation, nor would ia y 
liave suffered tho anxn't.v or encounter- 
ed the peril that have called forth their 
unost legitimate protest. The St. Lou 
was not seaworthy, and they knew i 
IMost fortunately tshe did not meet with 
exceptional weather, otherwise tho reo 
lissnesM of her managers micht ha 
had very serious consequences. What 
intakes their case the worse is that th-*y 
nnpear .to (be entirely unpenitent. They 
aro issuing excuses and denials that de- 
cclv© nobody. LMr. Griscom denies em 
tphatically that the officers or erevi 
knew that the lioiiers were leaking bad- 
ly, and that the ship would be slow. Ho 
Igoes on to admit that the managers, at 
any rate, have known for the last throe 
'months that her boilers were not ade- 
Yiuate to keep her up to her average 
speed. This is merely playing -with the 
public. The defence is in effect — AVc 
(i culprit in 'this ■world who did not set 
(knew she was bad, 'but we did not think 
she was 'as ibad as she is. Of course, 
'that had to ibe said. There never win 
a culprit in this world wiho did not se 
niiri 'some vindication of motive of thin 
•kind. But the evidence leaves no room 
to doubt that the managers know her to

The nnimiils aro the property of Lord 
Strathcona, from whom Mr. Preston 
holds his commission as herder. His 
station is at Silver Heights, from 
whence the line animals now in the 
Banff enclosure were drawn. 

On his way West, Mr. Preston stop- 
ped off at Banff and inspected thu herd 
there. It nufibers 32 in strength, and 
the animals appeared in fine condition. 
The buffalo at Banff are the proteges 
of Lord Strathcona, and are owned by 
him. The specimens transferred to 
Banff are, it seems, maintained by the 
municipal authorities there, wdio, no 
doubt, find that as an attraction to 
visitors they more than repay for the 
attention bestowed upon them.
